It does not follow, 
however, that the paym ent of tte 
state debt will result in a reduction of 
taxa lon. as has been the general im­ 
pression. 
The tax rate of Indiana is 
lower. H art says, than that of any eth­ 
er state. 
The high taxes aie beet use 
of the county assessm ent, not the 
state assesm ent, but he believes that 
it will not be long before there is gen­ 
eral reduction brought about by the 
workings of the county and township 
reform laws. 
It is a source of grat­ 
ification to the state officials that the 
state debt is to be cleaned off the 
books within the next two or three 
years. It will place Indiana in a class 
alm ost by itself.

distresses him. 
“There is, to begin 
with,” he says, “a charge of from two­ 
pence to sixpence for guarding your 
hat and coat in the cloakroom, and a 
tip in addition is expected. You want 
to wash your hands—another twopence 
or another sixpence and another tip. 
You take up the menu, and, behold. 
there is an intimation that a charge of 
threepence each person will be made 
under the guise of ‘table money/ The 
charge varies according to the nature 
of the place. Threepence is the lowest 
and sixpence perhaps the average. At 
a great many restaurants it is I shil­ 
ling and in at least two that I have vis­ 
ited Is. Od. 
The only difference is 
that in the lower priced restaurants it 
Is called ‘table money’ and in the high­ 
er priced ones placed under the capti­ 
vating heading of ‘eouvert/ 
To my 
mind, on entrance fee frankly demand-

most everything conspires to bring him 
in a good return for a very small out­ 
lay. 
All these things are cheaper in 
New York than in Ixmdon.”—London 
Chronicle.

Th* Pow er of Illustration In the 
Torn of a Phrase. 
James Russell Lowell said, “There’s 
a deal o’ solid kicking in the meekest 
looking mule.” If the statement had 
been, “There's a good deal of obstinacy 
covered by apparent amiability,” the re­ 
mark might have passed without a mo­ 
ment’s notice, but attached to such a 
figure as the poet used it w ill be diffi­ 
cult for the mind ever to get rid of it. 
Maxxini says, “Labor is the divine 
law of our existence.” This is little 
more than commonplace, but when he 
ndded, “Repose is d e se rtic and sui- 
cide,” the commonplace was transflg 
ared into a memorable illustration. 
A French writer said, “The really ef­ 
ficient laborer will be found not to 
crowd his day with work.” That seems 
to be forgettable. When he adds, “He 
will saunter to his task surrounded by 
a wide halo of ease and leisure,” the 
halo serves the purpose of an explana­ 
tory illustration.

When La voter said, “Habit ie alto 
tether too arbitrary a master for me to 
•alinit to,” it was the word “master 
that constituted the memorable illus­ 
tration. 
Carlyle, a great master of metaphor, 
said truly: “No man lives without Jos 
tling and being jostled. In all ways he 
has to elbow himself through the 
world, giving god receiving offense.” 
The doctrine of this sentence might 
easily have become a mere platitude, 
but it is fixed upon the memory by Jo b 
tling and being jostled and the elbow 
ing of oneself through the world. This 
illustration is the very making of th# 
argument.—Joseph Parker, D. D., In 
Homiletic Review.

In the island of Jamaica grows a 
tree, w ith the botanic name Daphne 
lagetto, from the branches of which 
native workmen make peculiarly strong 
and excellent whips, which have the 
handle and lash all of a piece.

retaining the bark. 
For the lash the 
stein is deprived of bark and then split 
Into strips, which are woven together 
in a flexible cord six or seven feet in 
length.

Selenium, which has the curious prop 
erty of losing its resistance to the elec­ 
tric current under the Influence of 
light, is used In the telelectroseope and 
is worth $22 a pound. 
Uranium, worth $80 a pound, is used 
In the glass and porcelain industries. 
It has been found that uranium car­ 
bide is superior to nickel or tungsten 
in the manufacture of high grade steel. 
Palladium, which has the smallest 
coefficient of dilatation, is used for the 
mounting of astronomical instruments. 
The standard meter of France is made 
of palladium. 
The pure metal costs 
$4.82 a pound. 
Vanadium oxidizes In air with great 
difficulty, melts at 2,000 degrees and 
becomes redbot in hydrogen. 
Neither 
hydrochloric acid nor nitric acid at­ 
tacks it. 
It costs $592 a pound and ii 
used in coloring glass aud in making 
indelible inks.
